New York Furnishes a Sensation - 
al Chapter to the Tale 
of Boodle: 


Per Cent of the Capital. Stock— 
They Got His Vote, but 
He Got Left. 


Wm. Marks Told the Details of the Boodle 
Transactions by Which the Passage ofthe 
El Bill Was Secured—Where the Money 
Was Deposited—The Financial Backers 
of the Road Sent Out an Agent Who 
Handled the Money and the Covuncil- 
men—W. H. Swift Says the Members 
Were Tricked Out of Their Money—An 
Interesting Story Connected With the 
Safe Deposit Co,—What Gov. Francis 
and Maj. C. C. Rainwater Know About 
It—Promoter Scott Says He Never Heard 
of It—Ed Butler Challenges John F. 
Kaiser—That Searching Investigation. 


Here is another chapter of the boodle story, 
and this one comes from New York. 

The Eastern backers of the elevated rail- 
road, who had some experience with bood- 
lers in the Municipal Assembly, now have 
their franchise and do not care to protect the 
men who pinched them. 

They are telling freeiy what sort of time 
they had with their bill, and if what they say 
puts some members of the Council into striped 
suits they do not care. 

The story is this: 

When the elevated bill was introducea a 
canvass of both houses was made, and the 
friends of the bill learned that they had only 
two or three allies in the Council and a few in 
the House on whom they could count. 

They wentto work to win votes. They suc- 
eceded in getting the bill through the House 
without any very great trouble, though it re- 
quired a good deal of hard work, 

In the Council it stuck, and it was impossi- 
ble to move it a single peg. The few votes 
that could be counted on in favor of the bill 
did not amount to enough to give even hope 
of its passage. 

The local representatives of the company 
worked until they found that they could do 
nothing with the councilmen; then they noti- 
fied New York that unless something was 
done the bill would never get through the 
Council. 

THE FINANCIAL MEN 
in New York put their heads together and de- 
cided just how they would get that bill 
through. They meant that the Dili should 
pass and they intended to obtain that 
franchise. 7 

They hunted up a certain gentleman whom 
they chose as their representative. He is a 
smooth, oily; plausible. gentieman, whose 
every word speaks confidence, and who is 
sure to win with legisiators because of the 
excelient methods he pursues. 

He jumped on a train and came to St. Louls. 
Soon after his arrival bere the number of 
votes in favor ofthe bill beganto grow, and 
their growth was very luxuriant. The Coun- 
cilmen changed their minds, some of them, 
with great rapidity. 

Everthing was very quiet. There was no 
noise or bustie, but this very argument which 
failed (o convince those members of the 
Council that they ought tovote for the bill 
were then advanced by them as reasons for 
their change of mind. 

The story has now come out what real argu- 
ments were used. 

The olly agent had called upon someof the 
obstreperous members, and had seen them. 

One thing on which he congratulated him- 
self was that they were persuaded cheaply. He 
bought votes in the Assembly for $800 each, 
enough to secure the passage of the bill ex- 
ceptone. He needed one vote, but that vote 
was a little hard to handle.

Votes were not seiling very high then, but 
the gentieman who belonged to this one occu- 
pied a position somewhat different from tbat 
the others held and unthat account thought 
his vote was worth more.

The agent thought that was entirely un- 
reasonabie, but the vote could not be had for 
less, 80 the agent said it was all right; if they 
could not get his vote for anything less than 
that they would take it at that figure, but of 
course the Oounciilman could not get bis 
stock until after the franchise was granted 
and the company incorporated;then it would 
be issued to him first thing. 

Oh, that was all right; there was no trouble 
about a little thing like that. He wasn't in a 
hurry, and of course an understanding be- 
tween 3 was as good as a contract.

Keiser, which he 
mentioned yesterday. could not be obtained 
from him. utler had entirely recovered his 
usual composure, which was slightly upset 
by the startling nature of the reporter’s visit 
yesterday, and gave not the slightest evidence 
of uneasiness or apprehension.

He was the father of the gas 
billin the House of Delegates, he engineered it 
through in a manner and by methods which 
the rest of the House are still wondering at in 
open-moutbed amazement. He devoted all 
his time and energy to the passage of that 
measure. Then he has himself made Chair- 
man of the Investigation Committee, and as 
he bas the chance he goes to work and investi- 

ates Mr. Emerson McMillin, President of the 

aclede Gas Co., the bitterest opponent of 
the bill, upon the subject of the very 
bill itself. After the vill is out of his province 
entirely he tries to give it another lift by using 
his brief authority in an illegal way upon an 
opponent of the bill.

; — 185%, of falsifying the 
books ofthe Fifth National Bank with the in- 
tention of deceiving any agent of the 
Comptrolier of the Currency who might 
Kamine the books of the bank. The 
evidence is so plain that an officer who is 
familiar with the case told Crecelius he would 
be convicted though he himself selected the 
jury thas tried him. 

The system of falsification he followed was 
do plain that the Grand-jury did not hesitate 
a moment after the evidence was in to indict. 

The Fifth National Bank failed on November 
7, 1887. Bank Examiner Forman arrived on 
that or the following day. He found the cash 
short and immeédiately began a thorough ex- 
amination ofthe books, which revealed the 
faisifications. He testified before the Grand- 
jury as did also Book-keeper Fishback. The 
latter, with all ofa trained book-keeper 
accuracy, testified to the long series of 
frauds for which Crecelius was responsible. 
He showed how when Cashier Crecelius was 
expecting a visit from a bank examiner he 
would alter the items and totals of the cash in 
the general baiance book to make it appear 
that the bank was in a far better condition 


than it was. The bookkeeper refused to ac- 
cept Crecelias’ alterations and in carrying 
the balance forward insisted on tak- 
ing the true amount. 80 long as the 
bank examiner was expected, Crecelius 
made the alterations, but so soon as the ex- 
aminer was gone he ceased to make changes 
and ihe true figures written by the book- 
keeper were left untouched. The books show 
this, there being on numerous occasions ap- 
parent discrepancies of over $200,000as be- 
tween the balances of two days. 

Creditors of banks derive half their confi- 
dence in them from a belief that laws made to 
control banks and to punish frauds will be 
rigidiy entorced. How much confidence can 
they have now, when a man against whom 
there le a clear case of fraud is allowed to 
‘escape without even a trial? 

THE INDICTMENT. 

The Grand-jurors of the United States of 
America duly and empanelled, sworn and 
-charged to inquire in for the Eastern 
Division of the Eastern Judicial Dis- 
trict of Missouri, on their oaths present 
that Charles C. Crecelius, late of said divis 
ion of said district, on the fifth day of 
October, in the year of Our 
Lord one thousand eight hundred and 
eighty-seven, at said division of said dis- 
trict, being then and there cashier of a cer- 
tain national banking association then and 
there known and designated as The Fifth 
National Bank of St. Louis’’ which 
said association had been theretofore 
created and organized under and 
by virtue of an act of Congress 
entitled ‘‘an actto provide a National Cur- 
rency secured bya pledge of United States 
bonds and to provide for the circulation and 
redemption thereof, approved June third in 
the year of our Lord eighteen sixty-four, and 
which said association was then and 
there acting and carrying on a  0bank- 
ing business in the city of St. Louis, 
in said division of said district, under the said 
act of Congress,and acts amendatory thereof, 
did wrongfully and unlawfully makein a cer- 
tain book then ahd there belonging to and in 
use by the said association in trans- 
acting its banking business, and 
then there known and designated 
as General Balance Book a certain false 
entry, which said entry was then and tnére in 
the words and figures following, that is to 
Bay:

Aud the 
Grand-jurors aforesuid on their oaths afore- 
paid, do further present that the entry 80 
made as aforesaid by the said Charles O. Cre- 
celius, cashier as aforesaid, was then and 
there false in this that the actual cash bal- 
ance—that is to say the actual amount of 
money and other cash items on hand 
in the possession of said banking 
association atthe close of its business on the 
day aforesaid was not the sum of two hundred 
and ninety-six thousand, three hundred, two 
and fifty-three hundredths dollars, as made to 
appear by the entry made as aforesaid; but 
the actual cash balance—that is to say the act- 
ual amount of money and other cash items in 
the possession ofsaid association at the close of 
its said business on the day aforesaid was in 
truth and fact the sum of one hundred and 
thirty-six thousand, three hundred, two and 
fifty-three hundredths dollars, as he the said 
Charlies C. Crecelius then and there well 
knew; and that the said false entry was then 
and there made as aforesaid, with the intent 
then and there on the part of 
him, the said Charles ©. Orecelius, to 
deceive any agent who might be thereafter 
appointed by the Comptroller of the Currency 
to examine the affairs of said association, 
contrary to the form of the Statute of the 
United States in such case made and provided 
against their peace and dignity.

tho losses that bankrupted the concern. They 
were the accounts of the John Meyer Lumber 
Go. and the St. Louis pissing mill, They were 
not extensive then and could have been liqul- 
dated within afew years without any loss. 

»The Jno. Meyers Lumber Co. was indebted 
about $35,000 and the mill about $15,000, but 
the two dove-tailed. The lumber company 
was carring the milifor a good deal of lum 
ber and carried quite an amount of the mill’s 
paper, and as the years went by the company 
was in a worse shape than ever. 

MORE BAD ACCOUNTS. 

„After the Fifth National Bank was organ- 
ized two more bad accounts were acquired, 
that of the Elliottsville Cotton Co. of Elliotte- 
ville, Conn., and N. Goldsmith & Co., hides 
and wool. Ninety per cent of the losses came 
out of these four accounts, The Elliottsvilie 
account grew out of the dealings that the 
President bad with Col. L. O. Norvell, a cot- 
ton man then in St. Louis. They first started 
by handling cotton drafts with bills of lading 
attached, first at sight and afterwards on 
time, until finally the bank held about 26, 000 
against four raills which failed. 

hat could be done? Norvell was no good. 
The upshot was that in the meantime James 
P. Kendall, who had become a purtner of Nor- 
vell’s, offered a suggestion. s thought he 
could put one of the mills that were indebted 
to the bank in shape by putting it under mort- 
gage so that he could borrow money enough 
on it to make a settlement ofthis debt. He 
was liabie with Mr. Norvell and it was to his 
interest to et out of the debt. 
He thought e could borrow enough 
money to liquidate with the bank. 
After working the mill about six months he 
found he would have to put in new machinery 
throughout the Elliottsville mill. Of course, 
the bank had to help him. The actual debt at 
that time was between $50,000 and $60,000, but 
there was quite an amount of business paper 
in connection with it, all of which became 
bad when the bank went under, so that the 
debt was in the neighborhood of $100,000 when 
the bank closed. 

Now, as to Goldsmith. He had done bust 
ness with the bank from about 1885. It was a 
sa account for the first two years, until 
about the fall of 188%, when he got caught with 
about $100,000 worth of wool on hand in the 
face of a declining market. Ofcourse, he did 
not get this amount at once, although he was 
avery active business man. Prior to that Mr. 
Goldsmith’s account was kept as an overdraft 
simply, and it was agreed that he should 
never have more than $10,000 or $15,000. 
He would get the mone on invoices, 
with bilis of lading attached, on merchan- 
dise coming in and when the goods arrived he 
would have to deliver the bill of lading and 
sign it as security. He would then take up 
the account. Meantime he would have sold 
the goods and whenthe goods came here he 
would have the money to pay the drafts. 
Afterawhile objection was made to having 
his account in the shape of overdrafts, and it 
was decided to take his time notes whenever 
he got money discounted on the bills of 
lading. The consequences were, before we 
were aware of it, we had a good deal more*of 
his paper than we calculated upon, 330,000 or 
$35,000 in all. Thenafter awhile he got caught 
with all that wool on his hands, which he 
could not sell and which had to be run into a 
warehouse. That wool was carried by the 
bank for over a year, 

He kept on saying it was right. The debt 
was fairly secured, only it was too big. He 
obtained also considerable money that was 
not secured. He breught other people’s pa- 
per in there, too. He would buy hides and 
sellthem in other people’s stores and give 
other people’s reeelpts and notes. While it 
is true thatthe last transaction took place 
while Mr. Overstolz was in Europe, still the 
account bad been running fora long time be- 
fore he had leftand the debt was over a year 
and a half old. 

CRECELIUS CLAIMS 
that had he been allowed to handle the Gold- 
smith matter forthe receiver he would have 
reduced the loss to $10,000. He further claims 
that he could have saved the receiver $300,000 
had Mr. Stephens consulted him. As tothe 
alterations in the books he makes no state- 
ment. 
On the day of the bank’s failure, the assets 
not including stock) appeared to be 31, 571, 
1.59 and the liabilities but $1,272,600.13. The 
receiver after very hard work has succeeded 
in collecting $908,471.77 and has disbursed to 
depositors $890,273.25, most of the balance go- 
ing for the expenses of the receivership. The

MATTERS UNEXPLAINED. 
There are some things beside the faisifica- 
tions of the books, which Crecelius has 2 
lected to explain. He was a stockholder in 
the John Meyer Lumber Oo. and 
loaned most of the money that concern 
secured from the Fifth National Bank. In 
order to cover this connection Crecelius 
transferred his stock to one of Meyer’s sons 
and took from the boy a contract 
in which the latter agreed to 
return the stock on demand. COrecelius 
for some time managed the lumber business 
and in such wise that losses were frequent and 
heavy. He told Meyer at the beginning of the 
relation that as it would be necessary 
to borrow money from time to time 
atthe bank thathe must sign and indorsea 
book of notes with amounts left blank which 
Crecelius would keep. The, business of the 
lumber company with the bank would be 
allowed to run on until the lumber 
company’s account showed a large debit to 
the bank when Crecelius would have the 
amount put into a note. 
AMONG THE PAPERS 

of the bank there was over $300,000 of these 
notes. John Meyer was painfully 
surprised when he found how he stood at the 
bank attheend. He claimed that the bank 
owed him money, and then it was shown that 
he owed the bank more than he could pay. 

Receiver Stephens has laughed at Crecelius’ 
statements that nad his advice and assistance 
been accepted by the receiver, $300,000 —— 
have been saved. Mr. Stephens says he asked 
Crecelius’ assistance, but the latter could not 
help him. 


THE ONLY REASON 

assigned for the dismissal of the case against 
Orecelins in the United States District Court 
is that he is wanted as a witness in 
the suit of Receiver of the bank against the 
estate of Henry Overstolz, the dead Presi- 
dent. How bong Crecelius would last upon 
the stand and how valuable his testimony 
would be in any court may be judged by the 
above facts.

N closing up the old 
yearand welcoming 
the new &. Louis 
merchants experi- 
ence a great deal of 
of pleasure in look- 
ing over their books 
and footing up the 
increases made over 
last year. The show- 
ing has been a most 
remarkable one. The 
Post-DIsPaTCH has 
canvassed the prificipal lines very carefully 
and the facts given by trade representatives 
in answer to its inquiries may be regarded as 
absolute. 

They show that the jobbing trade of St. 
Louis generally has put more energy into the 
work of establishing the commercial position 
of the city than ever before, They have done 
a great deal of missionary work, the effect of 
which will be felt more strongly in 1890 than it 
has been in 1889, though it resulted in a very 
encouraging gain this year. 

The object has been to show the mercantile 
community of the United States that no city 
in the country possesses advantages as a dis- 
tributing center equal to those of St. Louls— 
whether it befor shipments West or East, 
North or South, Southeast or Southwest 
or Northwest. This object has been at- 
tained, and it is now recognized that in 
fair competition St. Louis can ship to almost 
any point in the country, and particularly 
to points west of the Mississippi River, 
whether they be Southwest, West or North- 
west. There is almost an equal supremacy, 
too, to points west of the Mississippi, South 
and Southeast, and the volume of trade com- 
ing to St. Louis from those sections, as have 
been shown lun the statements already pub- 
lished in the Post-DIsPpaTcHu, is something 
surprising to those who have not awakened to 
the call of the new St. Louls. 

Among the lines covered to-day are two— 
tobacco and wool—which those who look on 
the dark side have confidentiy said would 
show less than last year. They have asserted 
this in such apparent knowledge that many 
people began to believe it might be so. The fig- 
ures, however, tell a different tale. The to- 
bacco business has increased steadily and for 
the year to the extent of more than one-third 
of the output of the Lorillards. The only 
reason it did not increase more greatly was 
because there was not the capacity todo the 
business. For 1890 the capacity will be greatly 
increased and a still more remarkable record 


will probably be made. The same is true of 
wool. Thecity’s trade has been doubled and 
St. Louis is now recognized as the largest do- 
mestic wool market in the country. 


The Tobacco Manufacturers. 


One of the great industries of St. Louis 18 
that oft plug tobacco manufacturing. Lead- 
ing every district in the United States it 
would be a common regret to see the produo- 


tion begin to fall—not only leading every dis- 
trict, but having the largest and the thira 
largest factories in the country. It has been 
stated indefinitely, during the last few weeks 
past as garbled figures last year were used to 
swell the importance of another district, that 
St. Louis would fall below last year. The fig- 
ures do not say 30, however, and 
the figures in this case are absolute. 
The tobacco manufacturing industry is the 
only one of allthose coming under the inter- 
nal revenue service, where detail figures can 
be obtained, though totais can be had froni 
the others. This enables a comparison de- 
tween individual manufacturers as well as be- 
tween districts. These figures, as stated, are 
absolute. They show that in 1888 the sum of 
$3, 200,744.26 was collected from the plug to- 
bacco factories of the St. Louis District. This 
was on 40,009,803 pounds of tobacco. In 1889, 
this year, with the last four days estimated, 
the tax collected was 33,606, 775.57, or on

In individual factories 8t. Louis leads, 
Liggett & Meyers’ showing for 1889 being 22,- 
535,700 pounds, compared to Lorillard’s 14, 
101,000 pounds. In 1887 Lorillard had 16,550,000 
pounds, the loss going to 8t. Louis. This 
city also comes in for third place, the Drum- 
mond factory turning out but Iittle less than 
the Lorillard. 

It is difficult to estimate the number of sales- 
men employed in working up the tobacco 
trade of St. Louis. Plug tobacco is a grocery 
staple as much as sugar, flour, etc., and the 
groceries handle about 65 per cent of the total 
product.

jobbers. The St. uls manufacturers, 
themselves however, employ about 
200 traveling salesmen. hey cover 
every State and Territory in the Union 
but pay little attention to exporting. What 
there is of this comes without seeking. The 
trouble is, the factories cannot keep up with 
their home demand, making it impossible to 
seek anything abroad. This, it is stated, will 
also be the case after the completion of Lig- 
gett & Meyer’s new stemming house, whic 
will increase their capacity 50 per cent. The 
grocers, however, in cultivating the trade of 
old Mexico, necessarily divert a large quantity 
in that direction.

Not only will a 
strong pressure be brought upon the 
Marquis of Salisbury to Intercede in behalt of 
the church militant, but threats are made 
through the press that in case they are treated 
with undue harshness it will he made a point 
of principle for the British tourists in Switz- 
erland to avoid Geneva for the future, thus 
depriving its hotels and tradesmen of a not 
insignificant sum annually. 
GERMANY AND EGYPT.

LONDON, Dec. 31.—The circumstantial story 
about the impending betrothal of the Duke of 
Augustenburg and the Princess Maud of 
Wales, which was telegraphed last week from 


Berlin, is probably untrue, for the Prince and 
Princess actually have never met. It is a 
marriage which would, nq doubt, be very 
acceptable to the royal family, for the Duke, 
who is a young man of exvellentcharacter and 
disposition, is not only a brother of the Ger- 
man Empress and nephew of Prince 
but his mother is the 
Princess Adelaide of Hohenlohe-Langen- 
burg, daughter of Princess Fedore of 
Mingen, who wasa daughter of the Duchess 
of kent by her first marriage. The Duke of 
Augustenburg, who was born in August, 1863, 
owne large estates in Silesia and has an allow- 
ance of £16,000 a year from the Prussian Gov- 
ernment to compensate him for the loss of his 
ancestral estates in Schleswig-Holstein. It ia 
a curious fact that his mother, the Duchess of 
Augustenburg, would have married the 
Emperor, Louis Napoleon, in 1852, but for the 
opposition of the Queen and Prince Consort. 
A RIDICULOUS STORY. 

Avery ridiculous story is going about that 
the Government intended to ask the House of 
Commons, when it meets, for a vote on ac- 
count of the Parnell Commission, but that Mr. 
Walter refused to accept the proposal. Mr. 
Walter, of course, would be the last person to 
expect or accept such athing, and itis about 
the last thing the Government would be likely 
to propose.

THE NEW TRADE MARE LAW. 

The new trade mark law, which goes into 
effect January 1, provides that any mant- 
facturer residing in the country can obtain 
the exclusive right to use a trade mark of 
which he is the rightful owner, but applicants 
residing abroad must prove that they have a 
regular agency in Mexico for the sale of their 
articles; the latter clause is, however, subject 
to treaty stipulations. A foreign applicant 
can only obtain protection on proving that 
his trade mark bas been legally 
registered in his own country. In 
registering a trade mark in Mexico the owner 
must make a declaration to the Department 
of Public Works that he reserves his rights 
thereto. The declaration must give the name 
and location of the manufactory, the domi 
cile of the manufacturer and the class of 
goods covered bythe mark. Two copies of 
the mark must be filed with the application. 
All applications W be published in the 
Diario Oficiel, and in ea counter-claim be 
presented within nine s the Department 
of Public Works will isste no certificate of 
the ownership of the 
mark has been de | judicially. 
Priority of use, or if thia means of 
proof be not available, priority of application 
will determine the right toa disputed mark. 
The duration of trade-mark righte is unlim- 
ited, but they shall lapse if the establishment 
owning them remains closed for more than a 
year. Therights are not assignable except 
when a business changes hands, in which 
case its trade marks are also acquired by the 
purchasers. Imitations or counterfeits of 
legally registered trade marks are defined to 
be not only the use ofan exactly similar trade 
mark, but of one so like as to require exam!l- 
nation to discover the differences.

The Dominion. 


TORONTO, Ontario, Dec. 31. — Replying 
to American editorials on the possibility of 
the abrogation of the modus vivendi arrange 
ment, the Empire, the Government organ 


here, maintains that Canada is the only 
country that has auytniug to say in the mat- 
ter. It says: It is like the termination of 
any other arrangement in the nature ofa 
leasehold. Payments cease and the right of 
enjoyment with them. There will be no 
foundation even for the complaint that we 
were unneighborly, for it was our neighbors, 
not we, who chose to rescind the bargain un- 
der which any of them could enjoy privi- 
leges which many of them have 
thought worth paying for. They have, there- 
fore, notthe slightest right to expect a tem- 
porary arrangement to be inaefinitely renewed 
if we prefer to let it drop. As to the talk about 
retaliation, if we shouid.think fit not to renew 
this arrangement, uny such step would be as 
unjustifiabie as the threat of an outgoing ten- 
ant to do the property ao injurv unless the old 
lease were renewed. Bullying is not the way 
to acquire the enjoyment of other people’s 
rights, and our neighbors might have learned 
from experience that Canadians are not apt to 
submitto bullied. Such attempts have before 
now resultedin our demonstrating that we 
can rise to the occasion and maintain an inde- 
pendent position with adyantage. We are 
perfectly willing to have friendly relations on 
equitable terms with our neighbor, but the 
threats that are now being uttered by some of 
them are not conducive to friendly inter- 
course. 


A Marine Dis aste 


HALIFax, Nova Scotia, Dec. 81. The Allan 
Line steamer Nestorian, Capt. Friace, after 
a stormy passage of twenty days from Glas- 
gow, arrived in port last evening. Her Cap- 


tain reports the weather experienced as some- 
thing fearful, gale upon gale of hburricane 
force being encountered up to longitude , 
west. The ship being very light, at times it 
was impossibie to make any headway what- 
ever. The seas were heavy, and washed over 
the deck from time to time in a very dan- 
gerous manner. On Wednesday the 1i18th 
inst., at 9:30 a. m., in latitude 54 deg. 
15 min., north longitude 23 deg. 44 min. west, 
a large vessel was sighted several miles to the 
windward in adisabied condition. She was 
showing the code signals, N. C.,“ whieh 
means ‘‘In distress; want assistance.’’ The 
Nestorian ran downto her, and getting as 
close as was safe, signaled back that she 
would stand by her until the weather mod- 
erated. It was then blowing a terrific hurri- 
cane, with the seas running very high. The 
disabled craft, which proved to be the Ger- 
man ship Shakspeare, Bremen, Capt. Miller 
of Hamburg, October 26, bound to New York, 
had her main and mizzen masts 
gone. Her forem ast 

mast were standing 

fore and top sail yards across. Her sails were 
in ribbons. Thecrew were all huddled to- 
gether aft with life jackets on. In answer to 
a second signal from the steamer asking if 
they wanted to leave the ship they answered 
„yes. All Thursday night the steamer lay 
near the ship, the latter burning flare-up 
lights at intervals. The last light seen by the 
lookout on the Nestorian was at4 o'clock the 
next morning. As soon as it was daylignt on 
the 19th the steamer proceeded in the direction 
in which signal lights of the Shakspeare had 
been seen during the night, but not a trace of 
her could be found. She steamed about in 
the vicinity for some hours in the hope of 
picking up the crew, thinking the ship might 
have gone down during the night and the men 
have taken to the boats. Nota vestige of her 
was tobe seen, however, sothe Nestorian 
proceeded on her voyage. What became of 
the crew of the ship it is hard to say at pres- 
ent, butthe weekly mail steamer Sardinian 
which arrived yesterday afternoon, passed 
close to the Shakspeare on December 22, in lat- 
itude 54 deg. 2im. north long; 20 deg. 07m. 
west. Some ot her spars were then standing, 
and she had apparently been recently aban- 
doned. Capt. ance states that the ship’s 
hull appeared to be sound, the loss of sails 
and spars being the only thing apparently the 
matter with her. A vessel that could weather 
the storm which prevailed the night the 
Nestorian stood by the Shakspeare, he says, 
was worth stickingto and getting intothe 
port. He thinks she would be a valuable 
prize and well worth picking up.

when that body held its convention here 
lately. Only three members of the board 
voted against the resolution to pay this 
amount.

There was 
some loud and vigorous kicking by the mem 
bers to-day when they learned of the 
directors’ action. The entertainment of 
the Pan-American delegates was 
aid for by the Merchants’ 
xchange, through a vote of the directors, 
and outside merchants were not calied upon 
to put up acent of the $1,700 or $1,800 that it 
cost to entertain these delegates.

AN ADDRESS TO LANDLORDS. 

The following address, setting forth the 
duties of landlords and bond andjnote holders, 
was also adopted. 

‘*Rich men of St. Louis should contribute 
their share tothe Guarantee Fund necegsary 
to secure the location of the World's Fair in 
this city. The mercbants ot St. Louis have 
contributed and are — — liberally to 
the World’s Fair Guarantee Fund. What are 
the retired rich men and women who own 
property doing? 

Coupon cutting is a pleasant occupation, we 
imagine. We have sume cutters in St. Louls. 
Have they contributed to the World’s Fair 
Fund? Somehave, but not many. This class 
of men should do something for the good of 
the city. One million dollars should be sub- 
scribed to the World’s Fair Fund by the rich 
men of St. Louis; and by rich men we mean 
those not actively engaged in business, but 
who derive their living from rents, gas stock, 
mortgages, bonds, etc. There are many such 
men in St. Louis who should have pride 
enough in the city to help it along. 

**Landlords who own houses in St. Louls and 
depend upon the rents for their maintenance 
should not let their tenants do allthe work 
and put up all the money for the World's Fair. 
Landlords will you not subscribe 10 per cent of 
one month’s rent to the Worild’s Fair Fund?

Lance with the decree of the ballot-box, 


but absolutely nothing else to take us out 
of the category of nations whose happi- 


annals. 

The principal events abroad have been 
the preservation of peace in Europe with 
increased standing armies and military 
preparations; the celebration of the 
French revolution's centennial with a 
great World’s Fair at Paris; the over- 
whelming overthrow of the monarchist 
conspirators in the French elections, and 
the popular vote which assures the sta- 
bility of the French Republic; the 
bloodless revolution in Brazil which 
exiled the imperial family and 
decreed that a Republican Union 
shall take the place of the last remnant 
of royalty in the Western Hemisphere. 
The year closes with rumors of a repub- 
lican movement in Spain and Portugal, 
and with many indications that the ex- 
amples of the United States, France and 
Brazil are impressng the Old World 
dynasties with a more poignant sense of 
the instability of their thrones. 

At home in St. Louis we have had 
rather more than our share of the 
national prosperity and exemption from 
disease or disaster. We have greatly in- 
creased our commercial and industrial 
operations, built a new competing bridge 
over the Mississippi and enlisted an- 
other great railroad system in the 
work of our commercial emancipation 
from pools and adverse combinations. 
We have had as a community only the 
petty troubles due to our own laches, and 
these have only served to show us again 
and again that we have always with us, 
and always vigilantly loyal and fearless 
in our service, the greatest afternoon 
newspaper printed anywhere in the 
United States. 


CORN AS FUEL. 

The farmers in some parts of Kansas 
are burning their unprotected corn be- 
cause, at 13 cents a bushel, it is cheaper 
fuel than protected coal, transported on 
railroad cars that are covered all over 
with protective taxes from raw material 
to finished product. 

But they are no worse off than the 
farmers in Pennsylvahia, where a con- 
centration of all the benefits of protection 
should have built up by this time the 
„home market“ that has been so long 
promised to the farmer who voted for pro- 
tection. The farms which should have 
been increased in value by the local im- 
provements and industries fostered by 
the tariff in Chester, Delaware and Mont- 
gomery Counties, have been, accord- 
ing | to the Philadelphia Times, 
reduced in value at least one-third in 
the last decade. The Times isan unfal- 
tering and strenuous advocate of tariff 
protection, but it holds that the inequali- 
ties of our present tariff are ruining the 
farmers of Pennsylvania and needlessly 
oppressing other industrial interests that 
sustain the whole fabric of our industrial 
@ystem. It says: 

There is practically nothing used on a farm, 
in home, barn or field, that is not taxed from 
one-third to two-thirds its ectual cost and 
the farmer is steadily getting less prices for 
his products and paying increased taxes on 
what he consumes. There has not been a 
monopoly combine formed in the country that 
did not increase the farmers’ taxes and yet 
the majority of the farmers have steadily voted 


to sustain the policy that seems to study only 
how to tax them to the uttermost. 


What the Times says of the Pennsyl- 
vania farmer is more strikingly true of 
the Kansas farmer. The latter pays 
more for taxes on his woolens than he re- 
ceives for his entire wool clip. He pays 
taxes on all the necessaries he buys, on 
the machinery with which he oultivates 
his land, and on the machinery by which 
his produce is transported to far distant 
free trade markets. And instead of tnus 
creating the home market for himself 
which he prates about, he votes per- 
sistently for prohibition, drives all the 
distilleries and breweries out of his 
State, and burns his corn for fuel rather 
than have a home market for it that 
would export it in the form of spirits and 
beer.

PROCEEDING out of 
the usual run took place 
in the Court of Criminal 
Correction yesterday 
when the two cases 
against ex- Policeman 
George Leeonard were 
called, Keeping in band 
the purpose of sale 
alleged in each cage, 
a cigar dealer and 
lottery yender at No. 818 Pine street, 
had preferred the charges, Whenthe cases 
came up Mr. P. W. Fauntleroy, his attorney, 
stated that Mr. Drexler had been led into the 
cases by other parties and did not wish to 
prosecute them. Policemen, be said, had in- 
stigated the prosecution, Drexler himself 
also stated to the court that Officer Scully of 
the Central District had instigated 
the prosecution and that for this 
reason he did not care to press the cases any 
further. Judge Campbell said that feature of 
the case was a matter for investigation by the 
police authorities and something which did 
not come within the province of the court, 
Prosecuting Attorney Claiborne announced 
he would contine the cases until January 20. 
Leonard, the defendant, objected to 
this and stated that he was 
entitled to some privileges and 
that Herman Bruner and Policeman Scully 
should not be permitted to prosecute him. 
The court repeated that the charges against 
Scully were matters for investigation 
by the police authorities and that 
the court had nothing to do with them. It 
was the province of the court to deal only 
with the guilt or innocence of Leonard. When 


Drexler made his statement in open court 
that he had been hr ated by Officer Scully to 
bring the charges, e latter, who was in 
court, seemed —1 -R taken aback and 
the statement created a slight sensation. 
DREXLER WAS SEEN 
yesterday afternoon at his place of business 
and madea statement which reflects most 
seriously upon Policemen Scully and Danna- 
her. It was Officer Scully,’’ he remarked 
ho made me bring those charges, He apd 
Herman Bruner are at the bottom of it 2 
and now I see clearly how they were — me 
for a tool, though 1 did not know it when 
out the informations against Leonard.

They said I 
would only have to go to the Four Courts and 
swear to the information and they would 
attend to the rest. Scully also told me that it 
wes all on account of Leonard and the Post- 
DISPATCH that the police were after the lottery 
men, and that as soon as thie thing blew 
over, which would be in a month or 80, we 
could all go ahead again and sell tickets. 
POLICE DON’T WANT TO BREAK UP LOTTERY. 

The poliee, Scully said, did not want to 
break up lottery, but merely wanted to meke 
a little money outofit. I went up with him 
and got out the warrant, and afterward whe 108 
I told Mr. Fauntleroy, my hex 2 
had said I 
fool, bad been meade 
a tool of. He told me not to prosecute the 
case, but to explain to the court that the 
charges had en instigated by Officer 
Scully.’ 

„Tou say, Mr. Drezler,“ the reporter 
asked, ‘‘that Officer Scully told you the police

- The question, however, is not as im- 
b just now as another one: Who will 
o deficiency in the Chaplain’s salary for 
services already performed?“ This 
one is pressing for answer, and has already 
eaused considerable feeling among the mem- 
bers of the alliance. TheChaplain bas earned 
40, the alliance contracted with him to do cer- 
tain religious charitable work, and he must 
have bis salary from somesource. Some ot the 
members of the alliance think that body is in 
bonor good for it, and ifthe deficiency is not 
made up next Monday, and a year’s salary 
smsured, a motion will be made to abolish the 
chapiaincy and leave the poor prisoners and 
inmates of the city institutions to receive 
spiritual advice and training from chance 
visite from the ministers}igenerally. 
THIS TROUBLE 
has now been experienced twice. It was two 
years ago thatthe alliance employed Rev. T. 
H. Haggerty, a Methodist preacher, as Chap- 
lain, at a salary of $800 a year. He was 
expected to earn that moderate sum in visit- 
ing the jail, the hospitals, Work-house and 
other city institutions, preaching to the in- 
mates and distributing Bibles, tracts and 
Christian literature. The salary was not re- 
garded as a large one for such work, but it 
Aas, nevertheless, been an elephant on the 
hands of the alliance. Last year, when the 
chaplein’s account was closed, there was a 
deficit of $200. This year there is a deficit of 
$320, and it is troubling the preachers greatly. 
Last year some of them had to put their hands 
in their pockets to pay the $200, and it was 
then decided that something more positive 
should be settled as to the salary for future 
years. The members of the alliance, pastors 
of city churches, pledged each denomination 
to raise a proportionate amount. 

* THE BASKETS WERE PASSED, 
but they were evidently returned empty. At 
any rate the churches did not raise what was 
pledged, and now the ministers find them- 
selves obligated to pay the debt. The ques- 
tion has been a disturbing one, it is said, at ev- 
ery meeting of the alliance for six months past. 
It came to a head at the meeting held yesterday 
morning. It was then the subject of a very 
stormy debate, which prevented the consid- 
eration of any other business, and which held 
the preachers’ in session for two hours. At the 
last meeting, a month since, a com- 
mittee was appointed to inguire into 
the value and success of the chaplaincy, 
and to suggest a method for raising bis sala 
Dr. Black, chairman of the committee, ma 6 
his report, recommending that Dr. Haggerty 
be continued as chaplain, provided that the 
deficit in his saluryfor this year and the 

salary for another year be arranged for in 
4 Vance; or, as an alternative, that the 
matter of continuing his services be referred 
to the Flower Mission.

Origin and Extent ef the Trouble Between

It does not appear that the strike or lockout 
at the Gast and Barnard printine establish- 
ments isa serious one. There are about forty 
men in all who have gone out, but the above- 
named firms do not anticipate any difficulty 
in getting men to fill the places. 

The following ciroular, which was sent to 


all lithographic employers in the United States 
and Canada, is self-explanatory, and 
foundation of the lockout: 


THE OIKCULAR. 


To the Lithographic Employers of the United 

States: 

GENTLEMEN—At the convention of the Litho- 
graphers’ Protective and Insurance Associa- 
tion of the United States and Canada, held at 
Buffalo, N. Y., March 29, 1889, a thorough dis- 
cussion on the question of hours of labor was 
bad. It was resolved and unanimously car- 
ried that the working hours inthe printing, 
transferring and proving departments should 
be uniform throughout the country; said 
hours to be fifty-three (53) per week. In order 
that employers who are now working more 
than fty-three hours per week should 
bave time to adjust their business 
to this change, it is not asked 
to go into effect until January 1, 1890.

The Reign of Terror, Begun Last July, 
Again in Foree—The Work Done by City 
Professionals, Instead of by ‘Colored 
Amateurs From the Country—The Heuses

more than an orchard, covering not to exceed 
twenty-five acres, on which there are twenty- 
five to thirty houses. The people living in 
them selected the place to get the country 
air for their families, and to be free from the 
city. They have no police protection atall, 
and henee can depend on their own watchbful- 
ness in an emergency, such as is presented 
now, and euch as arose last July. At 
that time the night visitors were 
very persistent, and there were 
but few of the thirty houses that escaped 
them, Whether the same record will be made 
this time remains to be seen, but it probably 
will be, judging by the progress made at the 
etart. 
SUNDAY NIGHT 
was selected for this. The house supposed to 
have been visited first was that of Mr. Kanter. 
There two cans of preserves and some eat- 
ables were taken. F. W. Shand was the next 
victim. Mra. Shand had some choice pieces 
of meat for breakfast and dinner. These 
were taken with some preserves, Mr. D. R. 
Whitmore was then visited. There the burg 
lars pulled a hasp off of the cellar door, but 
failing to get up-stairs they contented them- 
selves with carrying off some preserves. Be- 
fore leaving, however, they broke a padiock 
on the coal-house, but finding the coal was 
anthracite did not take any. Just about this 
time Mrs. Whitmore got up to care for one of 
her children which was sick and going 
to the window looked out and saw 
the gate swinging in the wind, though Mr.

They 
are strengthened in this belief—in addition to 
the use of the outsiders—by having found 
reserves, meats, etc., thrown away on the 
anke of the River Des Peres, showing that 
the thieves took them for the purpose of 
throwing the victims off the track, and setting 
them onto the colored people. ‘The idea of 
using bloodhounds is taken from Webster. 
That suburb had a similar reign of terror 
about five years ago, and was forced to the 
use of these animals to break it up. Old 
Orchard feels as fully justified as did Webster. 
The little community has an organization 
known as an Improvement Association, under 
the jurisdiction of which this matter will 
come, and it hes already ascertained that it

For six years or more Mr. Sachs has been a 
prominent member of the Manhattan Athietic 
Club and his purse was always open to aid the 
organization. He has takenthe club cham- 
pions at running, walking and skating to En- 
land, Ireland and Germany several times, was 
prominent as an inducer to foreign athietes to 
come to this country and join the Manhattans, 


Country Association. Therefore, when it be- 
came known that the club had asked for his 
resignation rumor was rife as to the cause, 
but all who were ina position to know the 
true reason refused to make it known. 

Mr. Sachs, who only recently recovered 
from a severe attack of pneumonia, left for 
England on the Umbria on last Saturday, and 
previous to sailing forwarded his resignation 
to Secretary Hughes. And in this connection 
it is said that it was not so much the search 
for health as to avoid answering charges that 
impelled Mr. Sachs to go abroad. As tothe 
nature of those charges none of the club 
members would speak, although they tacitly 
admitted that charges against him had been 
preferred.

James Boyle, a boarder, interfered, 
and a fight ensued. Boyle finally obtained a 
butcher kuife, which he plunged into Run- 
gie’s aodomen, injuring him in a horrible 
manner. 

Boyle was arrested at the time. He ac- 
knowledged that he did the cutting but said 
hadid it in self-defense. He was locked u 
and a warrantsworn out charging him wit 
assault with intent to kill. 

Rungle recovered rapidly at the City Hos 
pital and was soon thought to be out of dan- 
ger. Boyle was then released on bond. Last 
evening Rungle’s system broke down com- 

letely and he grew worse each bour until 

1:30 o’ clock to-day when he died. He was a 
married man 27 years of age and leaves oue 
child. Both men were laborers. Boyle wilt 
of course be re rrested on a bench warrant 
from the Court of Criminal Correction.
